Good cooking is of great impor- 
tance. The.best food may be ren- 
dered almost worthless by bad 
preparation. Articles are cooked 
to fit them ‘for digestion and im- 
prove them in taste. Sometimes 
cooki is necessary to make food 
safe. The suggestion I would make 
in closing would be to eat moder- 
ately at gll times, good food, well 
cook and an evenly balanced 
diet. Also, last, but not least, ex- 
ercise regularly so as to keep the 
organs in c ition that they may

1918 be completed twenty-six 
steel ships with a total tonnage of, 
233.400, which were sent to sea 
from five ways. 

His first world’s record was made 
when he launched the Stolt Niel- 
gen in May, 1917, after ninety-six 
wor days, the best previous 
for a big steel 1 being 
110 to 125 days. Before the year 
was out he had cut the record first 
to eighty-one working days and 
then to sixty-seven: working days. 

In April, 1918, three more days

Judge Kavanagh is of the opin- 
ion that the practice which pre- 
valle in the courts of New York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, Minne- 
sota. New Hampshire, Pennsyl- 
vania,' Rhode Utah and 
Vermont, which permits the courts 
to express their opinion on facta, 
as is done under [English law, 
makes not unly for greater jus- 
tice, but for intelligent cage +f of 
handling criminal cases, less 
iy to the taxpayers of the State 
and correct verdicts. 

“The law that permits the gp 
ges to comment on facts 
criminal case,” said Judge 
anagh, “insures justice and cor- 
rect verdicts for the reason that 
it permits him from yeara of ex- 
perience to elucidate and clarify 
the various points of facts for the 
benefit of an inexperienced jury.. 
His opinion as to the facts is not 
binding on the jury, but is only 
Sdvieery; they can rule against 
m f they wish. But there is no 
gainsaying the fact that he can 
aid tremendously in the

he is better able to judge the merit 
of the stories of witnesses than the 
jury, who in most cases are ig- 
norant of or unable to grasp quick- 
ly the salient features of the law. 
In my opinion it is because of the 
lack of proper instruction on facts 
by a disiné@ested competent au- 
thority that we are confronted 
with so many unsatisfactory ver- 
dicts. 
“One cannot fail to notice that 
verdicts in New York State are
